Lonecliest Place on Election Night. 

The loneliest place in the country 
on election night is the White House 
office, especiaNy when the tide of 
opinion throughout the country Is 
running strongly against you. I have 
noticed the difference in the atmos- 
phere of the place and in the crowds 
that come to congratulate and to re- 
joice when you are winning and the 
few loval] ones that remain with you 
throughout the night of defeat It 
takes a stout heart to withstand the 
atmosphere of the White House on 
election night. 

The first reports from the country 
were overwhelming, and there was 
no spot in the country where we 


could look for hope and consolation. | 


In the early hours of the evening I 


sent whatever few optimistic reports. 


I could get to the President, so that 
at least he would not feel the full 
weight of the blow on election night. 
His intimate friends had told me that 
they feared the effect of defeat upon 
his health: but these fears were 
groundless and’ never disturbed mein 
the least, for I had been with him in 
many a fight and I was sure that 
while he would feel the defeat deep- 
lv and that it would go to his heart, 
its effect would only be temporary. 
My feeling in this regard was jus- 
tified, for in my talk with him the 
day after the election no bitterness 
was evident. He gaid: ‘They have 


disgraced us in the eves of the world. 


The people of America have repudi- 
ated a fruitful leadership for a bar- 
ren independence. Of course I am 
disappotnted by the results of the 
election, for I felt sure that a great 
program that sought to bring peace 
to the world would arouse American 
idealism, and that the nation’s sup- 
port would be given to it.

Attention is called by the report 
to the fact that during the last three 
'months of the fiscal vear ended June 
}30 last, the year covered by the re- 
|port, the gross revenue of the line 
rose to above $100,000 a month, 
whereupon deficits ceased and the 
line began to earn its operating ex- 
penses, including high depreciation 
charges, and to accumulate surplus 
earnings.

‘details beyond the end of the 
fiscal year, it notes as a matter of 
interest that surplus earnings are 
improving in fhe fiscal year, 1921-22. 
July showed a surplus of $25,000 and 
August $50,000, after meeting all op-

erating costs, including accrued de- 
preciation. 

“The best evidence of the inherent 
merit of the project on the Missis- 
'sippi River,” the report says, “is the 
fact that with the addition of power 


and the transportation of freight in|

The report deals comprehensively 
with Government operations on the 
New York barge canal up to the time 
the Government discontinued the 
service last March and sold the canal 
‘equipment to private operators, and 
with the continuing Federal service 
on the intracoastal division (from 
Raltimore to New Bern, N. C.), on 
the Mississippi and the Warrior. 
| Improvement on Mississippi. 

None of the lines showed an oper- 


ating profit for the fiscal year, but. 


the Mississippi venture, changing in 
the last quarter to a gainful proposi- 
tion. showed for the months of April, 
May and June, a net profit of $22,- 
885.92, after setting aside the “very 
considerable sum” of $87,871.95 for 
reserve depreciation in equipment. 
“This gratifying, though not at all 
‘unexpected, profitable result on one 
waterway at least,” writes Col. Ash- 
burn. “has been effected by putting 
into commission the four new power- 
ful. modern towboats. completed 
during the vear. With the addition 
of the remaining two under construc- 
tion, now 96 per cent finished, and 
the completion of the system of 
terminals now under construction at 
St. Loufs, Calfro, Memphis and New 
Orleans, I have no doubt that hence- 
forth the net profits of the Federal! 
barge line on the Mississippi! will be 


substantial and regular and of an. 


amount sufficient to overcome, in a 
very large measure, any loss sua- 
tained by continued Government op- 
eration on the other two waterways, 
now the subfects of experiment as a 
'means of regular transportation.” 
The abandonment of Government 
operations on the New York barge 
canal, the report points out, was 
in obedience to an act of Congress 
eponsored by Senator Wadaworth of 
New York and 414 not come about 
until the line “had demonstrated the 
practical commercial soundness of

The one great handicap under 
which the barge lines are now ia- 
| boring, the report says, is the lack 
of termina) facilities. Every effort 
{se being made to hasten the comple- 
'tion of terminals at selected inter- 


| ohange points. 


ferring freight from barge to car 
and vice versa, it is stated that on 
the Miastesippi section the termina! 
facilities are so obsolete in design 
and so costly of operation that 39 
cents of every dollar earned for 
freight carriage is paid out for ter- 
‘minal charges. To load freight en 
barges at St. Louis and unload it at 
New Orleans costs 4 cents more per 
ton than to haul the freight over 
the 1142 miles of river between the 
two cities. 

| Methods Result in Damage. 

| “Moreover,” the report continues, 
|“the losses and damage to freight, 
caused almost entirely by the pres- 
lent crude methodea of loading and 
unloading. have reached the forbid- 
ding figure of 18 cents for every ton 
of freight hauled, amounting to 4 
‘eents out of every dollar earned.

' $400,000 has been lent to the city of 


New Orleans for 20 years without in- 
terest, for the construction of much- 
needed improvements in river and 
rail terminals at that city. It is 
stipulated in the contract that the 
Federal barge line shall have pref- 
erential rights the use of this 
equipment 

An audit of the books of all the 
Government waterway services was 
made by an outside firm of public 
accountants, the report relates, and 
while the records of the New York 
canal section were found to be in 
an unsatisfactory condition, those of 
the Mississipp!-Warrior gection, for 
the 28 months from the beginning of 
the service, revealed that the book- 
keeping and accounting had. been 
excellent. 

Taking up the Mississippi! River 
operations in detall, the report says: 

“With the receipt of the new pow- 
er and the changed conditions caused 
by surplus of dock labor it became 
possible not only to take a boat out 
of line service long enough to have 
work done right. but it became pos- 
sible in most instances to secure 
competitive lump-sum bids. As «a 
consequence, these repair costes 4dur- 
ing the last half of the year have 
shown a marked diminution, this 
item aggregating $180,612.20 itn the 
first half and failing to $72,880.76 in 
_ the latter half of the year. 


“TraffiCG expenses amounted to 
$69,227.45 for the year, or 4.4 per 
cent of the total operating cost. This 
includes not only the getting and 
looking after the traffic and the is- 
suance of all export and import lad- 
ings, but the publication and retasue 
of some 50 joint tariffs. The yearly 
average of 4.4 per cent Is not out of 
line with railroad costs. However, it 
is a cost which diminishes very rap- 
\idiy with the increase of traffic. So 
during the last three months of the 
year traffic expenses dropped to 8.8 
per cent of total operating costs, and 
in the first two months of the new 
fiscal year has fallen below 8 per 
cent. 

“The cost of operation of veesela 
shows a tendency toward reasonable 
reduction per ton with the increase 
in tonage handled. 


Increase in Cost of Fuel. 


“There has been quite a marked 
inerease in the fuel cost since May 1, 
(1921. This is due to the expiration 
of a_ very satisfactory oil contract. 
under h for a period of two 
years the service had secured ita ol! 
at 80 cents per barre! delivered tn Its 
| barges. The new contract. commenc- 
Ing May 1, 1921, was made for a vear 
ata price of $1.25 per barrel deliv- 
ered. 

| “The operation of terminals fe sftl! 
unreasonably high, ramely, $1.73 per 
ton of freight carried. This ta chief. 
ly due to the tIncomplete atate of 
terminals and the absence of decks 
In the barges. This should be around 
$1 a ton. and with the gradual com. 
pletion of proper terminals and with 
ithe completion of installation of 
‘tween decks in the barges. which {« 
now under way. this item should be 
gradually but steadily reduced. with 
a noticeable improvement in the 
claims for loss and damnge. which 
are too high, largely due to the pres. 
ent necessity of handling our mer. 
chandise at St. Louis, Fast &t. Lout« 
and New Orleans, with cranes and 
rope nets or slings. where. under 
proper § terminal! conditiona, al) 
freight should be transferred or 
trucks with a minimum amount of 
physical handling. 

“General expenses embrace all the 
costs of the executive and account- 
ing organization of the line. The ac- 
counting cost is abnormally high be. 
Cause of the necessity of a duplicate 
system of vouchering incident to the 
necessity of satisfying a system of 
accounting for expenditures bullt up 
by the Treasury for all governmenta! 
bureaus and services and an entirely 
different syatem of accounting for 
both revenue and expenditures built 
up by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to unify and safeguard the 
accounts of all common carrters. 

“General expenses during the year 
amounted to 4.75 per cent of total op- 
erating cost. During the last three 
months of more normal! operation. 
however, this item has dropped to <4 
per cent, and ia rapidly diminixhing 
eas the general organization covers 
te broader field of expenditure. Four 
per cent is about the average for 
| well-organized rail transportation 
lines, so these expenditures are not 
abnormal.

The committee dealing with that 
subject has suspended operations 
until next Monday because of the 
death of the mother of Senator Us- 
derwood, its chairman, which caused 
him to leave Washington. 

This committee was on the potrt 
of recommending that China be pet 
mitted to raise her import tax from 
5 to 10 per cent. Since anno 
ment of such a decision would great- 
ly have gratified the otherwise dis- 
heartened Chinese, the delay is gan 
erally deplored. It is even hinted 
in certain European quarters that 
the Senator might have been re 
placed temporarily by another Amer- 
ican delegate, inasmuch as the com 
mittee had merely to apply a ded- 
sion already virtually arrived at. 

Viviani Assails Delays. 

“Il consider it unfortunate from 
more than one point of view that 
the work of the conference advanced 
so slowly,” former Premier Viviani 
said to me last night. 

“In my opinion, the committes 
could and should accomplish the 
tasks assigned to them with greater 
rapidity. There have been several 
days at a time when practically soth- 
ing was done in committee. The re- 
action upon public opinion its bound 
to be adverse to the success of the 
conference. Already several of our 
journalists have departed and the 
rest are going soon. I note in t 
American newspapers consid 
leesening of interest in what is being 
done here. The people expect us to 
record progress and to lose no time 
about it 

“If things drag along indefinitely, 
confidence in our ability to achieve 
our aims is bound to be weakened. 
Of course, every Power must have
